PERSONAL PARCEL SERVICE 


At the request of an American woman, who has been working 
with Lady Reading (Women’s Voluntary Services) in England during 
the entire war, the Gertrude Lawrence Branch has agreed to co-operate 
with them and to organize and execute the above project in order to 
bring relief and a little personal touch of human kindness to the 
hungry people of England and the Continent. 

Miss Lawrence and her associates in the ‘‘Branch’’ decided at 
it would be best to make a personal appeal on behalf of those people. 

The parcels are chosen with expert care and on the advice of per- 
sons who know from personal experience what foods are needed in 
Europe. 

Of course, it must be obvious to the reader that in order to carry 
out this mission the ‘‘Branch’’ needs money, in addition to the funds 
at its disposal which have already been allocated for the purpose of 
providing recreational and craft-equipment for the American wound- 
ed, destined to spend an indefinite period in Veterans’ Hospitals in 
the United States.

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THIS WEEK’S STAR 


Before the present War there existed 
a Lease-Lend agreement between Eng- 
land and America of which many Ameri- 
cans and Britains were unaware. This 
agreement was an international under- 
standing between the theatregoing pa- 
trons of these two great Empires which 
ealled for the constant trans-Atlantic 
travel of Gertrude Lawrence! Both the 
London and New York stages claimed her 
as their own—and only the most diplo- 
matic handling of this rivalry settled this 
problem—consequently Miss Lawrence’s 
brilliant talent and charming personality 
have graced the theatres on both sides of 
our neighboring ocean during the past 
few years. 


Certainly there are members of this 
audience who recall with infinite pleasure 
Gertrude Lawrence’s singing and dancing 
in CHARLOT’S REVUH, the musical hit 
which took London by storm and later 
ran for many successful months on Broad- 
Way and on tour in this country—and 
surely many will remember with pleasure 
her starring role in the Gershwin musical 
hit OH KAY!, which more than ever es- 
tablished Miss Lawrence as our most 
brilliant musical star. Later triumphs on 
this side of the Atlantic included TREAS- 
URE GIRL, INTERNATIONAL REVUE 


and other muSicals—her first American 
appearance in a straight comedy CAN- 
DLE-LIGHT, which proved that she was 
destined to be one of the theatre’s most 
important actresses—and then the sensa- 
tionally successful John C. Wilson pro- 
duction of TONIGHT AT 8:30, which co- 
starred Miss Lawrence with author-actor 
Noel Coward. 


The 1937 Broadway season saw .G2r- 
trude Lawrence again crowned as 96 

“First Lady of The Theatre” with her de- 
lightful performance in SUSAN AND 
GOD, the outstanding comedy hit of that 
season—a play which again carried its 
star from coast to coast. And then—in 
accordance with the international agree- 
ment Miss Lawrence returned to London 
for further success. The summer theatre 
season of 1939 first brought “This Week’s 
Star’ to Dennis and to The Cape Play- 
house, the only summer theatre in which 
she has ever appeared—and the occasion 
was the premiere of her great success 
SKYLARK by Samson Raphaelson—the 
smart comedy which, after its Cape Cod 
debut, scored a hit on Broadway, and la- 
ter throughout this country. Again in 1940 
Gertrude Lawrence came to Dennis—this

On Saturday evening of last week the 
members of the cast of THE DUENNA 
gathered to pay tribute and to present 
a gift of silver to the young actress who, 
for the first time in Cape Playhouse his- 
tory, had reached the goal of twenty-five 
appearances in “America’s Most Famous 
Summer Theatre’. Dennis theatregoers 
first saw Miss Williams in 1938, when 
she appeared in LIGHTIN’ with Fred 
Stone—and since that time her seasonal 
contract with Raymond Moore, and later 
with Richard Aldrich and Arthur Sircom, 
has brought her versatile dramatic ability 
to this stage in such outstanding hits as 
STAGE DOOR, SUSAN AND GOD, and 
ONCE IS ENOUGH (in 1988); in A SUC- 
CESSFUL CALAMITY, SPRINGTIME 
FOR HENRY, BRIEF MOMENT, SKY- 
LARK, and KISS THE BOYS GOODBYE 
(in 1939); in PRIVATE LIVES, BIOG- 
RAPHY, FUMED OAK, ELMER THE 
GREAT, OUR BETTERS, TOMORROW 
AND TOMORROW, and KIND LADY 
(in 1940); in GHORGE WASHINGTON 
SLEPT HERE, OLD ENGLISH, THE 
MAN WHO CAME TO DINNER, A KISS 
FOR CINDERELLA, and BEHOLD WE 
LIVE (in 1941); and in THE CIRCLH, 
REBOUND, YOU CAN’T TAKE IT WITH 
YOU, and THE DUENNA this season to 
mention only a majority of Miss Wil- 
liams’ local appearances. 


Murial Williams made her theatrical 
debut in Boston in 1933, when She 
assumed (almost overnight) the leading 
role in the Boston company of Elmer

It was a war play. of course, and there 
were four characters. all Cape Codders. 
One was an old retired Capiain of a coast- 
ing schooner: another an old chap wio 
was hs lifelong friend: and two juv- 
eniles, the granddaughter and grandson 
of the retired skipper. To save my life I 
earnnet remember the mame of a single 
ene of these characters. Mrs. Richardson 
has a copy of the =cript of “Grandpa’— 
by the way, that was the mame of the 
little play—. but she cannot locate it. I 
h2ve a copy packed away somewhere, but 
I cannot find it If a thing is not lost 
when you know where it is, then these 
copies are noi lost. It is the place each 
copy is now in that we cannot find. 





When the affair was put into rehearsal 
it was decided that I was to play “Grand- 
pa”, amd Hayden the other old fellow, 
his chum. My son, Freeman i 
plared the grandson and Miss Underwood, 
a young lady then 2 student at Dana Hall 
near Boston and summering at Harwich 
Port. played the granddaughter. She was 
wonderfully good in the part and we were 
all deeply indebted to her. 


Mr. Richardson made the arrangements 
fer our barnstorming trips. The local 
branches of the Red Cross in the different 
Cape towns were offered the opportunity 
to have the play produced in their local- 
ity, the money takings to be all theirs. 
Each Branch was to pick the evening or 
evenings, when it wished the barnstorm- 
ers to appear. Each local Branch selected 
its hail, sold its tickets at prices agreed 
upon by its members, was expected to 
have a simple interior scene arranged 
upon the stage. and we. the barnstormers, 
were to do the rest. The only piece of 
real scenery we carried was 2a property 
window which hung upon the stage wall

where it was necessary for a window to 
be. It was painted by Mr. Harold Brett, 
of Chatham, whose work as an illustrator 
and portrait painter is nationally known. 
There were a few other simple properties 
which we carried with us. As the time 
of performance for “Grandpa” was not 
more than an hour another one-act play 
was also given on that same evening. 


On the night of a performance, wher- 
ever it might be, the barnstormers pro- 
ceeded to the place of their storming in a 
manner something like this: Mr. and Mrs. 
Richardson and the cast of the other play 
started from Dennis in cars of their own. 
The Lincolns and Bretts started from 
Chatham, the latter picking up Miss Un- 
derwood at Harwich Port on the way 
Sometimes we met on the road and pic- 
nicked at supper time, but more often we 
were entertained at various homes in 
the town where the performance was to 
be given. If I remember correctly, “Grand- 
pa” was given seventeen times in Cape 
towns. The barnstormers, themselves, 
had a jolly good time, worked hard, and 
were royally entertained. Best of all, the 
Cape Cod Red Cross. cleared from the 
performances between $4000 and $5000 
that Summer. 


Mrs. Richardson, still actively interest- 
ed in Red Cross activities in this, our 
“Greater War” of today, has asked me to 
tell this short tale of an experiment in 
war-time Red Cross work twenty-four 
years ago.
